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MEMORANDUM OF UNDERSTANDING 
REVOLUTIONARY DEVELOPMENT CADRE PROGRAM

I . PURPOSE 

This memorandum of understanding is to delineate the respective contribu- 
tions and responsibilities of the Department of Defense (DOD), the Com- 
mander of U. S, Military Assistance Command Vietnam (COMUSMACV), and the 
Central Intelligence Agency (CIA) for the continued implementation of 
NSAM 343 and NSAM 362 affected by Congressional intent with respect to 
appropriation responsibility and in light of the request from the Bureau 
of the Budget with respect to the direction, operation and funding of U.S. 
support for the Government of Vietnam (GVN) Revolutionary Development Cadre 
(RDC) Program. 

II. BACKGROUND 


A. NSAM 343 designates the Special Assistant to the President as the spe- 
cific focal point for the direction, coordination and supervision in 
Washington of U. S. non-military programs for peaceful construction relat- 
ing to Vietnam. Thi s respons ibi 1 i ty includes the mobilization of U. S. 
military resources in support of such programs and the coordination of 
the Revolutionary Development/Pacification program with programs for combat 
force employment and military operations. 


B. NSAM 362 charges COMUSMACV, under the authority of the Ambassador, with 
responsibility for field management of the entire pacification program 
(including the RDC). Each Agency supporting the pacification effort is^ 
charged with responsibility for continued contribution and involvement in 
the program as called upon by COMUSMACV. 

C. Because of the increasing size and overt nature of .the RDC Program 
Congressional Committees have questioned the wisdom of* including funds for 
the RDC Program in the covert budget of the CIA. Accordingly, the Congress 
appropriated RDC Program funds to the CIA for nine months of fiscal year 1 968 
with the expressed intent that another agency provide from its appropriation 
funds required for this program effective 1 April 1968. 


D. The Director, Bureau of the Budget, by letter (Tab A) dated 3 November 
I 967 , requested the DOD to assume responsibility for overall program d i rec 
tion (including policy and program review and congressional justification 
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of program and budget estimates), and to assume responsibility for funding 
the program (except CIA personnel costs) on April 1, 1968. Funds for CIA 
personnel costs will be included in the CIA budget and the CIA will continue 
to handle the funding and operate the program in the field under the direc- 
tion of COMUSMACV. 


III. ORGANIZATIONAL RESPONSIBILITIES 
A. DEPARTMENT OF DEFENSE 

1. Will provide overall direction of U. S. support to the RDC 
Program, in accordance with guidelines of NSAM 362 and the Bureau 
of the Budget letter of 3 November 1967. 


2. Will include necessary funds for the RDC Program in its appro 
priation requests except for the costs of CIA personnel assigned. 


3. Will make funds available to the CIA on a quarterly basis and 
within budget approvals to finance che operation of the RDC Program, 
including expenses incurred as a result of the settlement of legal 
claims arising from the operation of the RDC Program, at the approved 
program level. 

4. Will establish a point of contact for coordination with the 
CIA on RDC matters. 


5. Will have respons ib i 1 i ty *for presentations to and justifications 
for the Congress on the RDC Program. 


B. CENTRAL INTELLIGENCE AGENCY 



1 . HEADQUARTERS (WASHINGTON ) 

a. Will continue to provide guidance and support to CIA per- 
sonnel operating the RDC Program in the field under the direc- 
tions of COMUSMACV in those activities appropriate to their 
intelligence and covert action responsibilities. 

b. Will allocate and will account for funds received from the 
DOD (or the appropriate military department, e*g., Department 
of the Army) for operation of the RDC Program as follows: 


(1) Disburse through Agency confidential funds accounts 
and account for such funds in accordance with Agency 
regulations . 

(2) Provide DOD (or the appropriate military department, 
e .g . , DA) wi th : 

(a) A monthly report of total obligations and 
expenditures. 
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(b) A quarterly report of obligations and expend- 
itures by functions and object class within pro- 
gram activi ty . 

(c) Estimated dollar requirements in FY 1 969 
within the amounts approved for inclusion in 
the FY 1969 budget by total amounts for OMA 
and PEMA projected for each quarter. 

(3) Return to DOD (or the appropriate military department, 

e.g., DA) at the end of each fiscal year any funds not 
required. 

c. Will continue to furnish on a nonreimbursable basis those 
CIA personnel assigned to the RDC Program. 

d. Will continue to reimburse the services for those military 
personnel formally detailed to CIA to augment the CIA person- 
nel operating the RDC Program in the field. 

e. Will ensure reports on the status of the RDC Program are 
transmitted regularly to DOD. 

f. Will establish a point of contact for coordination with 
the DOD on RDC matters. 

g. Will provide support to DOD for presentations to and jus- 
tifications for the Congress . on the RDC Program. 

2. FIELD (VIETNAM) 

a. Will provide information to and assist COMUSMACV in plan- 
ning. 

b. Will prepare, within the terms of policy guidance and 
plans approved by COMUSMACV, programs and budgets for sub- 
mission to COMUSMACV. 

c. Will provide, under the overall direction of COMUSMACV, 
the necessary U.S. day-to-day guidance, training and control 
through advisory personnel of the GVN Revolutionary Develop- 
ment Cadre. 

d. Will make provision for or coordinate the administrative, 
financial and logistical support necessary to the execution 
of the RDC Program.
